M A D IS O N , Wis., March 20.— The 
supreme court has handed down a de­ 
cision, affirming the conviction and 
punishment by a fine of $800 of Frank 
Niczorawski, charged 
with 
bribery. 
The defendant had carried the case 
up to the supreme court, assigning as 
errors (1) the drawing of the grand 
jury for the circuit court and not sep­ 
arately for the municipal court, (2) 
{regularity in the proceedings for not 
discharging one of the jurors when he 
was challenged, (3) the refusal to give 
certain instruction requested by the 
defendant, and (4) refusal 
of 
the 
judge to set aside the verdict on the 
ground that it was a compromise ver­ 
dict. 
Justice Timlin handed down the de 
cision, disposing of all four points a s ­ 
signed as error. 
He held that so fur 
as the drawing of the jury is concern­ 
ed the statute to which the defendant 
resorts does not imply that \ separ­ 
ate jury must bed rawn by the muni­ 
cipal court, but that the circuit court 
panel 
satisfied the 
requirements of 
the statute. 
The proceedings of the 
grand jury were regular, though one 
of the jurors, Dewey, admitted that, 
upon reading newspaper accounts ot 
the indictment, he inclined to the be­ 
lief that there was more “possibility” 
of a man being guilty when he is in­ 
dicted by seventeen men than if no 
charges are made against him. 
The 
court held that this did not raise any 
prejudice in the mind of the juror to 
the detriment of the defendant. 
The instructions requested by the 
defendant were to the effect that the 
court shall single out testimony re­ 
garding tNiezorawski’s previous good 
character and integrity. 
Justice Tim ­ 
lin held that the court acted properly 
by instructing the jury on all the evi­ 
dence submitted.

An Organ Which Varies Much In the 
Different Speciee. 
Few people have given thought to 
the subject of birds’ tongues. 
Many, 
even of the amateur bird students, 
know little of the literature on the 
subject and still leas from personal ob­ 
servation. 
Birds must use their bills as hands, 
and to some extent the tongues supple­ 
ment such use. 
Thus nut and seed 
eating birds extract the kernel from 
the abel!, which is cracked between 
the mandibles. 
The full complement of bones of the 
tongue consists of eight. 
The shape 
varies considerably In different species, 
and the comparative size very much 
more, although there is a prevailing 
general resemblance. 
Tho size and de­ 
velopment of the various bones con­ 
trol the shape and utility of the organ. 
Well developed front bones mean a 
thick, fleshy tongue, 6uch as we find 
in members of the duck family, while 
small forward bones usually 
accom­ 
pany a small tongue of less importance 
to the owner, sometimes little more 
than rudimentary, like that of the pel­ 
ican. 
Among such birds as have occasion 
to protrude the tongue well beyond the 
tip of the bHl the hind bones are mar­ 
velously developed and greatly elon­ 
gated, for these are the bones on which 
the tongue is hung. 
The edges of the tongues of most 
birds are more or less fringed, this fea­ 
ture 
being 
most noticeable 
in 
thin 
tongues. 
Most birds have a greater or 
lees number of papillae—email fleshy 
projections, 
spinelike 
in 
appearance 
and usually Inclined backward—on the 
upper surface of the tongue. 
These 
are of service In working the food 
backward toward the throat 
Some of the sea birds have very sim­ 
ple tongues, which serve but little pur­ 
pose. 
The tongues of the honey creep­ 
ers have very fine and long feathering, 
while those of the woodpecker are long, 
slender and ported, and the roots of 
some species curve clear around the 
back of the skull, up over the crown, 
and their tips rest at the base of the 
upper mandible. 
With the exception 
of the sapsuckers the tongues of wood­ 
peckers are capable of great protru­ 
sion, and the tip is barbed. 
The sap­ 
suckers. 
however, Instead of having 
sharp, barbed tongues like those of 
other 
woodpeckers, 
have 
brushlike 
tongues as a result of the degeneration 
of the bristles on their surface into 
hairs standing out from the tongue 
rather than pointing backward. 
Birds with long bills do not always 
have 
correspondingly 
long 
tongues. 
The kingfishers, with their dispropor­ 
tionately large bills, have short tongues. 
The 
outer 
edges 
of the 
very 
long 
tongues of humming birds are closely 
rolled up Into two tubes lying side by 
side, by means of which the birds are 
enabled to suck the nectar from flow­ 
ers.— New York Post.

eyes and that supercilious upturned 
nose of his; then he takes It away and 
washes it—a very characteristic action 
of this water loving animal—and final­ 
ly puts it to the grand test of eatable­ 
ness or otherwise. 
If it appears un­ 
palatable, he gives It to his wife. 
In 
this way it is easy to imagine how the 
creek 
loving coon, wearying of too 
much fruit, made hie first crab supper 
und, though he has never been able to 
add 
a 
squeeze of lemon or brown 
bread and butter lo the repast, has be­ 
come a confirmed lover of crustacea 
ever since. 
All creatures make experi­ 
ments of the aort and occasionally car­ 
ry them on until they become a fixed 
habit, 
and 
their whole structure Is 
modified In accordance. 
Nature, for 
Instance, never Intended the osprey to 
live on fish. 
It was the temptation of 
an old world trout in difficulties in 
the shallows that first led the great 
hawk astray. 
Some small Brazilian 
monkeys, again, live almost exclusive­ 
ly on birds’ eggs, an Australian parrot 
has given up a proper vegetarian diet 
for an exclusive regimen of mutton, 
and many other instances of the same 
unorthodox appetites might be cited.

amended. 
“T he Goldfield Business Men and 
Mine O w n e rs’ association is not, nev­ 
er was, and does not propose to be a 
citizens’ alliance, or a mine o w n e rs’ 
and operators’ association of the p a t­ 
tern of the Cripple Creek 
District 
Mine O w ners and O p e rato rs’ associa­ 
tion. 
It is simply a union of the bus­ 
iness men and mine owners of Gold­ 
field to preserve the camp and p ro ­ 
tect life and property. 
“T here is to be no change in hours 
and wages. 
T he settlement of wages 
made in January is satisfactory to all 
concerned. 
But lawlessness and o p ­ 
pression must cease. 
T he Industrial 
W o rk e rs of the W orld, as the repre­ 
sentatives of lawlessness, m ust leave 
the district. 
This is the only issue. 
Labor unions are not to be warred 
against or encouraged. 
All that is de­ 
m anded is that they m ust be labor 
unions, not under the control of or 
associated with the Industrial W o r k ­ 
ers of the W orld.” 


PHYSICIAN SHOT 
DOWN BY SON 


ST. L O U I S , March 20.— Dr. Julius 
W einsberg, a prom inent 
physician, 
was shot four times and 
probably 
fatally wounded by his son, Osear J. 
Weinsberg, 18 years old. T he tragedy 
took place at the physician’# home, 
after the father had refused his #on’s 
request for some b u s i n e ^ college di­ 
plomas and some m oney in the bank. 
T he boy had left his father’s hom e 
shortly after discovering 
th a t 
his 
stepm other was not his real parent, 
and returned for the first time in 
months. 
Dr. W e in sb e rg is at St. A n thony’s 
hospital, where a delicate operation 
was perform ed in the hope of saving 
his life. 
T h e son was arrested a few 
minuts after the shooting in his fath­ 
er’s private office. 
H e calmly admit­ 
ted the shooting, and told in dispas­ 
sionate tones a story of 
disagree­ 
m ents that finally forced him to leave 
hom e and of his going to the house 
arm ed with two revolvers and pre­ 
pared to kill his father in case his re­ 
quest for the diplomas and money 
were refused. 
T h e bo y ’s m o th er 
died 
thirteen 
days after his birth. 
Six m onths later 
his father married again and for years 
the boy lived in the belief that his 
father’s second wife was his mother. 
His grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. J o ­ 
seph Zimmerer, and his 
father kept 
from him the tale of his m o th e r’# 
death. 
During early life the boy says 
he loved the woman who was a m o th ­ 
er to him, and the only thing to m ar 
his childhood happiness was hi# fath­ 
er’s ungovernable temper.
